. Quotations from White Book. 
“All kinds of promises and good 
pay soon persuaded doubtful elements | 
to join thie army,” the White Book 
says. “A whole body of trgops was 
é@ven sent across the frontier. Four 
companies of the 27th infantry regi- 
ment were sent to Lublinitz via Herby; 
Ohé cottipkny of the 16th iffantry regi- 
ment appegred in the district of Rosen-' 
berg; a squadron of lancers of the 15th 
regiment [about 260 men} were fight- 
ing in the district of Gross-Strehlitz 
at Praschka about 600 men ofthe regu- 
lar Polish army marched into the 
plebiscite district, after having ~ re- 
moved their Polish badges. . 
- “Through prisoners and deserters it, 
has been definitely ascertained which 
regiments took part in the insurrec- 
tion—the infantry regiments 27, 42, 58, 
61, 67, 73, 155, the 15th regiment of 
lancers, the excise battalions 5 and 
14, as well as numerous technical 
troops and special formations. 

“Thé Polish government lent the in- 
surgents active assistance by supply- 
ing them with war material evyery- 
thing else they needed. The 
passed the French sentries daily and 
were accompanied by Polish  police- 
men.

Greater Insurance Rights. . 

The rights of ex-service men to war 
risk instrance are increased ia three 
important respects. 

A. Section 27 provides that men 
suffering with disability of . service 
origin may reinstate their lapsed in- 
surance by the payment of all back 
premiums, providing they are not per- 
manently and totally disabled. 

Under the present law ang the rules 
and regulations of the bureau of war 
risk insurance no insurance policy can 
be reinstated unless it is proved that 
the insured is in as good physical con- 
dition at the time of reinstatement ag 
at the time his policy lapsed. This has 
resulted in thousands-of men being de- 
fied insurance after ‘their insurance 
had lapsed by reason of their failure 
to pay premiums when due and the de- 
velopment of tubercular and other dis- 
eases. 
Provision Is Generous. 

Section 27 is therefore one of the 
most generous features of the whole 
bil. ‘This amounts to an admission 
by the government to ex-service men 
that we are willing to assume the risks, 
where insurance policies have lapsed, 
of cases a private insurance company 
would reject. 

The same opportunity to reinstate 
lapsed insurance policies is extended to

THE LESSON OF RUSSIA 
UNDER BOLSHEVISM. 


The curtain of official concealment which has hid 
the Russian scene so long is now thrust aside and 
a picture tragic and terrible is given to the eyes 
of pitying Christendom.

society. 

We do not believe there ever can be a substitute 
for this mainspring and motive of individual inter- 
est. Any theory which ignores it will not work. 
Agy social architect who ignores it will build a 
wreck and not a structure as one builds in defiance 
of gravitation. 

There are, of course, checks and balances. There 
is, we hope, a constant enlightenment of,the factor 
of self-interest and a growing understanding of the 
principle of human interdependence. There is, we 
hope and believe, a steady progress in the control 
of egotistic impulse, a broadening of the conception 
of organized society through intelligent codpera- 
tion. 

But this is a process of slow education nana 
generations of thought and experience.

But these guides as to food quality are 
not ample protection agagjnst botulism. 
Cooking® destroys the poison of that 
bacillus; therefore cooking of preserved 
foods is gmple protection along that line. 
Do not patronize a badly fly infested 
hotel. Such a hotel is not clean or the’ 
files would not be there. Its kitchen is 
not ‘what it should be and its garbage 
is not properly disposed of; therefore 
play safe and bestow your patronage 
elsewhere. 
The hotel keepers of the state of Maine 
realize that the resorters come for a 
rest and recreation and not for typhoid 
and other vacation diseases, and employ 
@ sanitarian to inspect the hotels and 
advise them how to make their places 
safe as well as attractive. The hotels in 
other sections would do well to provide 
themselves with the same service unlesa 
the state supplies it. 
Detached ynits of the army use a 
Lyster bag as a water container.
